Work on the improvement of the 
Walnut Street and High street roads 
with 
concrete, 
following the deci­ 
sion of the Indiana supreme court 
which was handed down Friday, will 
probably not begin before the middle 
of the summer and if the contracts 
are completed before fall the con­ 
tractors will have to work rapidly. 
Auditor Luedtke has not yet received 
official notice of the opinion of the 
supreme court which held in sub­ 
stance that the county commission­ 
ers have the right and authority to 
order the improvement of the roads 
with concrete at the expense of the 
township, even though,the roads have 
once been improved with gravel at 
the expense of the townships and 
turned over to the county highway 
superintendent for maintenance. 
It is stated that the remonstrators 
who lost the appeal to the supreme 
court will have sixty days in which 
to file a motion for rehearing of the 
case. 
Should that action be taken it 
is hardly probably that a ruling would 
be given by the court before it ad­ 
journs for the summer vacation. 
In 
such case work could not be started 
under any circumstances this fall. 
After the expiration of the time 
given to file a motion for a rehearing 
the commissioners will have to ad­ 
vertise for bids and this will require 
about a month. 
The specifications 
for the contracts have already been 
completed, it is stated, so no time 
would be lost by such preparatory 
steps. 
However, until the final no­ 
tion has been taken nothing will be 
done by either the auditor or the 
comimssioners in pushing the pro­ 
posed improvement. 
The good roads advocates ot the 
county are enthusiastic over the de­ 
rision a>, they believe other petitions 
for similar roads will be filed within 
the next few years. 
Several peti­ 
tions are already pending before the 
commissioners and action will be tak­ 
en on several at the next meeting the 
first Monday in June.

ARMY PLANS TOLD 
BY WAR COLLEGE 


How Troops Would Be Mobil­ 


ized In Case of War. - 


NEED INTENSIVE TRAINING. 


Div isio n o f Army Genera l Sta ff Pre­ 
pa res Pa per Appro v ed by Wa r De­ 
pa rtment—First Line Army Sho uld 
Co nsist o f 5 0 0 ,0 0 0 Tra ined Tro o ps, 
Suppo rted by Ha lf Millio n Untra ined. 


The orgau ization, training and mo­ 
bilization of the m ilitia and volu nteer 
forces of the U nited States are the su b­ 
ject of a paper prepared by the w ar 
college division of the general staff of 
the ariny and approved by the w ar de­ 
partm e nt 
It shows tha t mobilization 
points and depots In all the states have 
been selected and says tha t “well di­ 
gested system s of Intensive training 
for new troops” have been prepared. 
The docu m ent tells exactly the pro­ 
cedu re that will be followed in the 
raising of volu nteer troops, the officer­ 
ing of them au d nu m erou s other de­ 
tails that at this time, ow ing to inters 
national nffairs, are of interest to all 
men who m ight be called into service 
in the event of war. 
“U nder existing law s,” says the pa­ 
per, “and u nder conditions contem po­ 
raneou s therew ith it has heretofore 
been assu m ed tha t in the event of u 
w ar w ith a first vlass pow er the U nit­ 
ed States wou ld requ ire not less than 
half a million men for the first line, 
behind which cou ld be prepared tlie 
greater arm y of citizen soldiers, u pon 
whom ou r m ain reliance for national 
defense is traditionally placed. 


500,000 For First Line Army. 
“According to the recom m endations 
of the w ar college division of the gen­ 
eral staff, tlie first line shou ld now con­ 
sist of half a million fu lly trained 
troops, composed of the regu lar arm y 
and the reserve, which has been train­ 
ed by service in the regu lar army. su i>- 
ported by an additional force of fu lly 
half a million citizen soldiers, prepared 
to tak e the field im m ediately on tin* 
ou tbreak of war, who shou ld have had 
su fficient previou s m ilitary training to 
enable them to m eet a trained enemy 
w ithin three months. 
“At the present tim e the regu lar 
arm y at home cou ld perhaps be ex­ 
panded to abou t 100.000 men by the 
addition of a large proportion of re­ 
cru its, and there wou ld still be requ ired 
for ou r first line abou t 400,000 citizen 
soldiers. 
This combined force wou ld 
be insu fficiently trained. 
“The existing organized m ilitia, if 
expanded to w ar strength, wou ld fu r­ 
nish 
some 
2SO.OOO 
men, 
bu t these 
wou ld not be available for all national 
pu rposes. To insu re the entire control 
by the federal governm ent over the re­ 
qu ired additional forces and the em ­ 
ploym ent of su ch forces w herever the 
interests of the nation m ay requ ire, 
they m u st be enrolled as federal troops, 
either as regu lars or as volu nteers.” 
The wmr college paper then discu sses 
the relation of the organized m ilitia to 
the volu nteers and points ou t some of 
the difficu lties that will have to be 
overcome. The rem edying of these de­ 
fects in the present m ilitia law is one 
of the objects that the arm y bill, soon 
to pass congress, is expected to effect. 
In discu ssing the raising of volu nteer 
forces the w ar college states: 


Raising of Volu nteer Forces. 
“ Volu nteer forces m ay be raised, or­ 
ganized and m aintained only du ring 
the existence or im minence of wrar and 
only a fte r congress shall have au thor­ 
ized the president to raise su ch forces. 
Congress cou ld, however, by legislative 
enactm ent au thorize the president to 
raise su ch forces in tim e of peace. 
“The term of enlistm ent will be the 
sam e as that for the regu lar arm y ex­ 
clu sive of reserve periods. 
“No person will be enlisted in the 
volu nteer forces or m u stered as an en­ 
listed man into said forces who is not 
effective and ablebodied or who is u n­ 
d er eighteen or over thirty-five years of 
age or who is u nable to speak the E ng­ 
lish langu age, except tha t the su perior 
age lim it of thirty-five years is not ap­ 
plicable to those m em bers of the en­ 
listed personnel of a company, troop, 
battery, battalion or regim ent of du ly 
organized land m ilitia who volu nteer 
and are accepted as a part of the or­ 
ganization to which they belong if said 
organization be accepted as su ch for 
service in the volu nteer forces, nor is

Hotel man­ 
agers today art* attempting to solve 
the problem of housing approximately 
156,000 transients expected to attend 
the Republican and Progressive N a­ 
tional Conventions and the great su f­ 
frage demonstration to be held here 
June 7. 
This i- the largest number 
of strangers that has visited Chicago 
since the World's Fair in 1893. 
Already every available room in the 
large hotels have been reserved, and 
it seems that accomodations in sec­ 
ond class and smaller hostelries will 
be at a premium.

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A NOTABLK CONVENTION. 
A very unusual convention which 
will mark a new achievement in tele­ 
phonic communication is to be held 
tomorrow. 
The convention will be in vent ion 
cession in six cities located in the 
north, south, east and west. 
Sev­ 
eral of the addresses and discussions 
svhieh are to l>e given will be heard 
fiimultaneously by all of the dele­ 
gates seated in 
their 
respectively 
halls thousands of miles apart. 
Such a convention wmuld only be 
possible through the perfection of the 
telephone. 
It was comparatively a 
few years ago that the world was 
amazed by the announcement that 
an instrument had been 
perfected 
which would permit parties a few 
miles apart to hold conversations 
through the medium of a metal wire. 
The development of this invention 
has been rapid. 
By removing the 
early imperfections which were en­ 
countered the service was soon ex­ 
tended between cities hundreds of 
miles apart and only recently the 
first conversation between New York 
and San Francisco took place. 
For a number of years the tele­ 
phone was used only when urgent 
and immediate replies were demand­ 
ed. 
Today it has become a part of 
business life. 
It has been adopted 
on the raliroads in place of the tele­ 
graph. Many large business concerns 
prefer the telephone to telegraph and 
mail. 
The sv>tem has been perfect­ 
ed until now the conversations can 
be carried on 
easily and as dis- 
tinetly as if the parties were within 
a few feet of each other. 
But the 
simultaneous conventions scheduled 
tomorrow is the first in which a 
great meeting of that character has 
been attempted. 
The value of the telephone lies in 
the fact that it retains the “personal 
element” of a conversation. 
This is 


lost to a large degree in a transmitt­ 
ed telegraphic message. 
The mcs- 
age is transmitted in code and the 
sending and reviving operators stand 
between the two parties directly in­ 
terested in the message. 
In the case 
of the telephone the charactristies of 
the voice arc preserved and arc car­ 
ried in detail to the receiver. 
In­ 
dividuality is retained. 
The empha­ 
sis can he given where the sender 
desires the same as if the conver- 
satin wore conducted from mouth to 
I ear. 
This is recognized as an im­ 
p o rta n t feature in transmitting rail- 
i road orders and dispatchers say that 
j they prefer the telephone to the tele- 
, graph after they have become ac­ 
customed t *» its itfse. 
The telephone has become a neces­ 
sity. 
It is an instrument of the pub­ 
lic and the public will he interested 
in the results attempts at the con- 
of the electrical engineers. 
Of course, the cost of arranging for 
such a meeting is too great to be­ 
come general, hut the expense of this 
form of communication 
has been 
gradually decreasing with the rapid 
development and it is possible that 
such meetings may become common in 
the near future. 
At any rate the 
convention will take a foremost place 
among scientific achievements.

Official Program Provides for Divis­ 


ional Exercises and Target Prac­ 


tice for Five Months. 


SHIPS 
TO 
OPERATE 
SINGLY 


From June 19 to July Entire Fleet 


Will Participate in Suadron 


Exercises at Newport. 


By United Press. 
Washington, May 15— The Atlantic 
fleet of Uncle Sam’s navy started out 
today to cut circles around itself to 
show the American people what it 
really can do in the way of scrapping. 
The exhibition, in one form or an ­ 
other, will continue until November 1. 
The official program provides for 
fleet and divisional exercises of the 
North Atlantic coast in the vicinity 
of Newport, together with a war game 
in conjunction with the array from 
July 24 to 29. 
Target practice will be held on the 
southern drill grounds from Septem­ 
ber 1 to 30, after which the fleet will 
be scattered to the home ports for 
docking and minor repairs. 
Beginning today the battle ships of 
the fleet will operate singly for steam­ 
ing trials and similar individual oper­ 
ations, alter which, on May 20, the 
divisions of tlie fleet will assemble as 
follows: 
The battleship Wyoming and First 
division at Tompkinsville, the Second 
division in the North River, the third 
division at Roekport and the Fourth 
division at Newport. 
After divisional exercises lasting 
for five days the divisions will re­ 
turn to the bases, except the flagship 
and First division will go to Hampton 
Roads instead of Tompkinsville. 
Beginning on June 3 divisional ex­ 
ercises will agan be held, the battle- 
shps again returning to these bases 
on June 10, on which date the flag­ 
ship and the First division will re­ 
turn to Tompkinsville, 
After five days spent in divisional 
exercises from June 12 to June 17, 
the entire fleet wifi reassemble at 
Newport on June 17 for squadron 
exercises off Newport from June 19 
to July 1. 
The week from July 1 to 8 will he 
-pent in the usual Fourth of July 
calls at Atlantic coa-t ports for local 
celebrations. 
On July 8 the battleships will again 
mobilize at Narragansett Bay and on 
July 10 will spend a five day period 
in fleet exercises, 
. 
Returning to Narragansett Bay on 
July 15, the next four weeks will he 
spent at anchor for machinery over­ 
hauling, ship drills and inspections, 
with the exception of five days from 
July 24 to 29, when the divisions will 
operate in a war game in an assigned 
area. 
Torpedo exercises will also be 
held, and the mining division and des­ 
troyers will engage in joint exercises. 
One division of destroyers will co­ 
operate with the army in joint oper­ 
ations in testing 
the 
defences of 
Eastern New York. 
Tactical exercises of the fleet will 
begin again on August 7 and will con­ 
tinue until August 12, when the bat­ 
tleships will return to Narragansett 
Bay for machinery overhauling, ship 
drills, coaling and provisions and con­ 
ferences at the Naval War College 
preparatory to strategical manuevers 
from August 20 to September 1, when 
the entire fleet will proceed to the 
southern drill 
grounds for target 
practice until September 30, when the 
fleet will disperse to home ports. 
The mining division of the fleet 
will assemble in North River on May 
15 and will cruise and engage in ex­ 
ercises on May 22 off New Iiavcn, on 
June 1 off'Provineetown and on June 
5 off Plymouth, Mass. 
After a brief call at Boston this 
mining division will continue its ex­ 
ercises off Salem, Cape Ann. Glou- 
chester and Roekport until July I. 
The Vestal and Solae will base on 
Newport and will move according to 
the needs of the fleet. 
The vessels of the active destroyer 
flotilla upon the completion of repairs 
will make a reconnoissance of the 
New England coast, after which they 
will assemble at Gardiner’s Bay and 
prepare to participate in the fleet 
operations in Narragansett Bay. 
The active flotilla will hold target 
practice in Nargansett Bay from Sep­ 
tember 1 to November 1. The reserve 
destroyer 
flotilla 
will continue on 
neutrality, aviation and naval militia 
duty. 
From July 1 to August 30 summer 
submarine exercises will be held from 
the base at New London, during which 
torpedo practice, quarterly engineer­ 
ing runs and aseillator tests will he 
held.
